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1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In each of independent claims 1, 6, 9, and 15 and elsewhere throughout 
dependent claims 2-5, 7-8, 10-14, and 16-19, the uses of "relatively wideband" 
are unclear in context. The term "wideband" identifies a type of transmitter or 
receiver, so the use of the adverb "relatively" to modify "wideband" makes no 
logical sense. Possibly, Applicants mean a wideband apparatus with a relatively 
wide bandwidth , but this has not been expressed in the claims. However, 
"relatively wide" would be indefinite without an indication of how wide "relatively 
wide" is. 

Dependent claims 2-5, 7-8, 10-14, and 16-19 are unclear in that they 
depend from unclear independent claims 1, 6, 9, and 15. 

3. The Specification is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .71 in that section [0038] on 
page 15 fails to identify the cited related applications properly by serial number and 
filing date. Correction is hereby required. 

4. Claims 1 , 6, 9, and 15 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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5. Claims 2-5, 7-8, 10-14, and 16-19 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and 
to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
